W ashington, June IO (AP) — A 
spontaneous m idnight farewell from 
thousands of cheering W ashington­ 
ians sent K ing George and Queen 
Elizabeth on to New York today for 
fresh a c c l a i m in the nation's 
metropolis. 
Cordial handclasps from Secretary 
and Mrs. Cordell Hull formed the 
only official goodbye a t Union sta­ 
tion, but the enthusiastic crowds 
which hailed the British M onarchs 
a t every opportunity Thursday and 
Friday refused to let them leave the 
city like ordinary travelers. 
People began jamming the station 
early in the evening, while the King 
and Queen were feting the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt at a ceremonious 
banquet at the British embassy. 
W hen the royal party finally a r­ 
rived a t 11:30 p. rn., the throng was 
eight deep behind rope barricades. 
The Queen stepped from a limou­ 
sine, and there was a gasp of a d ­ 
m iration. 
For she was wearing a 
Victorian picture frock of deep rose 
tulle, embroidered all over with gold 
and silver thread and re-em broidered 
with Alexandra roses in tones of 
pink, gold, silver and blue. 
In her brown waved hair was a 
diam ond tiara. Two diamond neck­ 
laces were around her throat, and a 
diamond bracelet was s n a p p e d 
around a white-gloved wrist. 
The King and Sir Ronald Lindsay, 
the British ambassador, were In eve­ 
ning dress, with medals blazing from 
their chests.
